The Central Pennsylvania Confer- 


ence of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 


Church, to which-Adams county be- 
longs, met in Williamsport, Pa., last 
week on Thursday and adjourned on 
Monday, and no changes were ^made 
in the assignment of any of the 
Methodist churches in the county. 
Some of the interesting points of the 
conference are the following: More 
than 8,000 conversions and a net in- 
crease or about 4^000 in membership 
was reported by the four district su- 
perintendents ofv the Central Penn- 
sylvania Conferences of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. 
Large in- 


creases in centenary gifts were also 
reported. 
Rev. Edwin A. Pyles, superintend- 


ent of the Williamsport District, re- 
ported 2.000 conversions in the year 
with a membership gain of 500. The 
Harrisburg District, Rev. E. R. Heck- 
man, superintendent, reported 2.452 
conversions and a gain of 994 in mem- 
bership, while the Altoona District 
Rev. Emory M. Stevens superintend- 
ent, announced 2,400 conversions and 
a net increase of 1,200 in membership. 


The report of the Sunbury District 


was presented by Rev. J. E. A. Bucke. 
of Hazleton, and showed 1606 con- 
versions and a membership gain of 
792. 
Mr. Bucke was appointed by 


Bishop McDowell as superintendent 
of the Sunbury District, to succeed 
Dr. John S. Souser, who is ill in 
Hazleton and -requested to be retir- 
ed from the active list. 


A resolution urging the passage by
